Dec. 4.—The fate of the 
British ship Nelson, a steel vessel, 
bound to Queenstown with wheat, 
reported early today as having turned 
turtle last night. and gone to the bot- 
tom with her crew of twenty-eight 
men, cannot be known until tomorrow. 
—ç that time she will probably have 
sighted, if Still afloat. If the 
tugs whith will igetitute a search fail 
to find her, she will doubtless be given 
up as lost. The tugboat people think 
she is still safe, but there is cause for 
the gravest fear. 

The Nelson sailed November 25 for 
England, with a grain cargo. She en- 
countered gales which prevailed early 
in the week, and on Monday evening 
was sighted off the river in a d 
condition. Tuesday morning she was 
picked up by the tuge Wallas and 
Tatoosh. The Wallula returned to port 
for fuel, the Tetoosh starting north 
with the Nelson, when'a heavy gale 
came up. 

At 9:45 last night, durPng the height 
of the storm, the steel cable parted, 
and the lights of the Nelson suddenly 
disappeared, leading to the belief that 
she had capsized. The tug Tatodosh 
searched ali night, and until noon to- 
day, but not the slightest trace of the 
ship was found. Notwithstanding this, 
Capt. Bailey of the tug helleves the 
Welson ie safe, and that she will show 
up tomorrow. He thinks she has made 
for Puget Sound, while others are in- 
clined to the belief that Capt. Perriam 
of the Nelson will make for the Colum- 
bia River:

Senator Perkins’s Bills—Re-

ASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—[(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) The Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty went to the 

Senate today. It is still held secret, 
and its exact terms cannot be given 
tonight. But it may be said, in the 
first place, that the text of the treaty 
is not in accord with the published 
extracts, and in the next place, oppo- 
sition’ to it is unhappily springing up 
far more rapidly than was expected. 
Just why this is so is vague, on ac- 
count of the treaty being held in se- 
cret, but it is known that several 
Senators have found objections to its 
general tenor, while there are to be 
found half a dozen or more Senators 
who heard the treaty read in the se- 
cret session of the Senate today and 
who declare that, as they understand 
the document from hearing it read, it 
does not give the United States con- 
trol of the canal. 

These Senators, all trustworthy and 
careful men, say that, as they under- 
Sand its terms, the most it does, in 
a military way, is to give the United 
States the right to police“ the canal. 
That ie not considered suffielent by 
some Senators, and there are prospects 
that a debate upon the treaty will be 

er longer than had been expected, 

ugh, in the end, there is very 
littie doubt that it win be ratified, 
owing to the great strength of the ad- 
ministration in the Senate this year. 

If the clause in the treaty relating 
to the protection of the canal is ob- 
soure regarding fortifications. that 
will give the Democrats and the canal's 
opponents their opportunity for block- 
ing the way again, and that is pre- 
cisely what they are looking for. M. 
Hutin, for some mysterious reason, 
still remains in Washington, although 
the deal regarding the Panama Canal 
would seem to have been closed a 
long time ago. There are other op- 
ponents here who will pick flaws upon 
the slightest provocation, so that the 
outiook for the speedy ratification of 
the treaty is somewhat misty, although 
its ultimate ratification seems secure. 


OTHER DETAILS. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—Senator 
Morgan's bill for a canal is as follows: 
“That the President of the United 
States be and is hereby authorized to 
acquire from and to conclude agree- 
ments with the States of Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua, or either of them, for 
and in behalf of the United States for 
the full control of such portion of ter- 
ritory now belonging to Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua as may be desirable, on 
which to excavate, construct, govern, 
regulate, police and protect a canal of 
such depth and capacity as will be suf- 
ficient for the movements of ships of 
the greatest tonnage and draught now 
in use, from a point near Greytown on 
the Caribbean Sea, via Lake Nicaragua 
to Breto on the Pacific Ocean, and such 
sum as may be necessary to secure 
necessary rights. privileges and such 
control is hereby appropriated out of 


unappropriated.“ 

The bill by Senator Perkins provides 
for a perpetual lease ty the United 
States of the right of way across Nic- 
aragua and Costa Rica, and confers 
military, police and sanitary control of 
the canal route by the United States. 
It makes an appropriation of $120,000, - 
000, of which sum $12,900,000 is to be 
expended annually. A non-partisan 
commission is to be appointed by the 
President to have charge of the canal, 
the members of the commission to be 
selected from different parts of the 
United States and to be paid $10,000 
salary each per year, This commission 
is to have its headquarters at Rivas, 
Nicaragua, with a branch office in 
Washington. The appointment of en- 
gineers is also authorized. 

It is also provided that the canal 
shall be of the dimensions  recom- 
mended by the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission. The commission proposed is 
empowered to make all contracts, and 
to supervise their performance, no con- 
tract to be legal until ratified by a 
majority of the commissioners. The 
commission is to report semi-annually 
to the President, and to keep accurate 
accounts of its transactions. It is ex- 
plicitly provided that no commissioner 
or employé shall be interested in any 
contract connected with the construc- 
tion of the canal. 

The bill authorizes the President of 
the United States to make minor 
changes in the route recommended for 
the canal, and the methods of the 
construction. 

PERKINS COMES FORWARD. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Senator Perkins came for- 
ward today and introduced bins pro- 
viding for the construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal and for laying the

Senator Perkins’s canal bin 
drawn by men who have made a study 
of canal affairs, and it is totally dif- 
ferent from any canal bill heretofore 
placed before either house of Congress 
for consideration.

President, one to be 
from each — A the country, the 
Pacific Coast taking one place, and 
each commissioner drawing an annual 
salary of $10,000, a salary which some 
Senators who read Mr. Perkins's bill 
today called pretty stiff” pay.

“COMMISSION'S REPORT. 


NICARAGUA ROUTE FAVORED. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A NM. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The report 
of the Isthmian Canal Commission was 
sent to Congress today. The commis- 
sion, as anticipated several weeks ago. 
favors the Nicaraguan route and makes 
an estimate of $189,864,062 as the total 
cost of construction of the canal 
through Nicaragua. The estimated 
cost of the Panama route is $144,233,- 
$58. but, the report says, it would cost 
$109,141,000 to obtain the Panama con- 
cession. The commission values the 
work done at $40,000,000, 

The report says the Panama route is 
feasible as a sea-level canal, while the 
Nicaragua route must be by locks, but 
Lake Nicaragua will furnish an inex- 
haustible supply of water for the canal. 
The. Nicaragua route has no natura] 
harbors at either end, but satisfactory 
harbors may be constructed. Harbors 
already exist at each end of the Pan- 
ama route, but considerable work must 
be done at the entrance of the harbor 
on the Atlantic side, 

With adequate force and plant, the | 
commission e imates that the Nicara- 
gua Canal can be completed in siz 
years, exclusive of the two years for 
preperation. Ten years. it is erti- 
mated, would be needed to complete 
the Panama Canal. The total length 
of the Nicaragua route Is 133.66 miles, 
and the Panama route 49.09 miles. The 
estimated cost of operating and main- 
taining the Nicaragua Canal annually 
ie $1,350,000 greater than that of the 
Panama Canal. The estimated time 
for a deep-draught vessel to pass 
through the Panama Canal is twelve 
hours, and through the WN 
Canal thirty-three hours. 

The Nicaragua route, the report 
says, is more advantageous for com- 
merce, save that originating on the 
west coast of South America. For the 
Gulf ports the advantage is two days, 
and for most of the ports on the At- 
lantic and Pacific one day. The Nica- 
ragua route is said to be better for 
sailing vesseis, on account of the favor- 
ing winds. Hygienic conditions aleo 
favor Nicaragua. 

The commission says the United 
States should acquire control of a strip 
of territory ten miles wide from sea to 
sea through which to build the canal. 
The consent of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica must be obtained to construct the 
canal, but the report says this can 
easily be secured. The concessions 
granted by the Colombian government 
to the Panama Canal Company have 
many years to run, and the new con- 
cessions cannot be granted the United 
States, 

The report concludes as follows: 
“After considering all the facts devel- 
oped by the investigations made ‘by 
the commission, the actual condition as 
it now stands, and having considered 
the terms offered by the new Panama 
company, this commision is of the 
opinion that the most practicable and 
feasible route for a canal, to be under 
the control, management and owner- 
ship of the United States, is that 
known as the Nicaragua route. 

MORRISON FOR PANAMA, 

(BY THE XEW ASSOCIATED PRess—P.M.1 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—George S. 
Morrison, a member of the commission, 
submits a minority report favoring the 
Panama route. He says the estimates 
for the Nicaragua Canal do not make 
sufficient provisions for unknown con- 
ditions and contingencies. No consid- 
eration, he says, has been given to 
accidental interruption of traffic by 
Nicaragua, which, he thinks, would not 
be so likely to occur 7 Panama. He 
believes that better” conditions and 
terms can be arranged through the ac- 
quisition of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany's rights than by any negotiations 
with Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The 
government, after securing these 
rights, he says, could negotiate direct 
with Colombia for the right to con- 
struct the canal. 

He closes by saying: “The Panama 
route has advantages over the Nica- 
ragua route in cost of construction, in 
cost of operation and in convenience 
when done, while its use is less likely 
to lead to local international compli- 
cations. If the United States govern- 
ment is to build an isthmian canal, the 
Panama route is the best.”

BETRAYED BY COUNTRYMEN. 

CHINESE TRY TO KILL HIM. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 4.—[Exclu- 
five Dispatch] A cleverly-planned 
attempt of seven Chinese to escape 
from the detention sheds of the Pacific 
Mail dock, Tuesday night. Was 
thwarted only by the watchfulness of 
a fellow-countryman, who perhaps felt 
aggrieved that he had not been taken 
into the scheme. 

About 10:30 o'clock, an alarm was 
given to the customhouse official on 
watch by Chan Gum Tong. one Of the 
inmates of the shed, that a number of 
Chinese were escaping through the sky- 
light. They had ascended a rope iad- 
der, but pursul? was so prompt that 
six were captured on the roof, and a 
seventh was found three hours later, 
hidden in a neighboring alley. 

When they found that their schem- 
ing was in vain, the entire mob of 
angry Asiatice turned on the informer 
and attempted to cut his throat. Round 
and round the frightened Chan fled, 
with a pack of howling coolies at his 
heels, and it was with difficulty that 
he was rescued by the government and 
steamship watchmen. 


YNAMITE FACTORY 
GOES UP IN SMOKE. 


CHINAMAN KILLED AND SEVERAL 
OTHERS INJURED. 


Four Hundred Loads of Gun Cotton 
and Half a Ton of . Nitroglycerine 
Made the Explosion a Rousing One— 
Cause Unknown. 


{BY THRE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.) 

OAKLAND, Dec. 4.—A terrific explo- 
sion occurred at the Judson Dynamite 
and Powder Company's works at Flem- 
ing’s Point, Contra Costa county, this 
afternoon. A Chinaman, Ah Nig, was 
killed, and one white man and seven 
Celestlals were badly injured. A gun- 
cotton house and a gelatine-mixing 
plant were entirely demolished by the 
force of the explosion, while the pack- 
ing works was partially destroyed. 
The detonation scattered débris, broke 
windows, and jarred articles from 
shelves in houses for a radius of sev- 
eral miles. Four hundred loads of gun 
cotton, half a ton of nitro-glycerine, 
and property valued at about $10,000 


went up. 
The cause of the accident is un- 
known. George E. Minor, the only 


white man near the destroyed works, 
said that, without a moment's warn- 
ing. the gun-cotton house exploded, 
The concussion of the fir*t explosion 
set off the gelatine mixer, and wrecked 
the packing-house. In the former, 
where were Minor, who was in charge, 
and two Chinamen, one af the Céles- 
tials was killed and the other badly 
maimed. Minor was thrown heavily 
to the ground and his head badly cut. 

At the packing-house but six were 
hurt. Their lives were saved by the 
embankment which had been put up 
to guerd against disasters of this 
kind. In a short time after the shock 
several physicians were on the grounds 
and the wounded cared for. 

The explosion was a repetition of the 
one about two years ago, when Super- 
intendent Kennedy and two Chinese 
were killed. After that accident the 
finest machinery in the world was in- 
stalled in the rebullt factories, and the 

test of care exercised in the manu- 
acturing of the explosives. 

noteworthy uct of heroism was 
that of Steven Cuneo, a young man, 
who in the face of great danger coolly 
walked to the huge dynamite mag 
zine, and securely fastened the door. 
which had been left open for the stor- 
ing of the powder. 

A number of white employés left the 
scene af the explosion just before It 
took place. 

According to Superintendent Hoff- 
man, the works will be rebuilt imme- 
diately. .

LAND TITLES HAVE RESTED IN 
BOSOM OF THE CHURCH. 


Natives not Making an Attack Upon 
Religion, but on Priestly Manipula- 
tion and Monopoly — Congressman 
Weeks Anticipates Trouble in the 
Future. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 4.—{[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] In the opinion of Ed- 
gar Weeks, member of Congress from 
Michigan, the United States is going 
to experience many diffculties in Ks 
task of Americanizinig the Filipinos. 
“The optimistic American who goes 
to the Philippines and makes a careful 
study of the conditions in the islands is 
iikTly to receive a severe shock, said 
the Michigan member when seen after 
his arrival this afternoon. “The Filipino 
is by nature crafty, treacherous and 
immoral, and the best insight into the 
native character that it is possible to 
obtain is given to the public in the 
novel entitied “The Eagie Flight,’ by 
Dr. José Rizal, an educated Filipino, 
who was assassinated for his candid 
words shortly before the breaking out 
of the revolution aginst Spanish au- 
thority. I have found that there is 
truth and honesty in the writings of 
this man. 

“The Filipinos never had any quar- 
rel with Spanish authority, and they 
have no serious antipathy to our gov- 
ernment. They object to the friars. But 
right here let me say that to under- 
stand this thing we are compelled to 
draw a nice distinction. It is not hatred 
for the Catholic Church or an honest 
priesthood, and no attack on that 
church or the religion of that church 
is intended. The disaffection is con- 
fined to the friars and the civil and 
governmental liberties which they have 
enjoyed for hundreds of years. 

“For over three centuries there has 
never been a land title on record out- 
side of the church, and the immense 
advantage of such a condition, from the 
standpoint of the friars, Is palpable. 
They execute papers and draw wills, 
and the archives of the church are the 
public! archives of the Philippine 
archipelago. Therefore, I say, that the 
friar question is a serious one, and

PAN-AMERICAN 
BANQUET. 


Notable Gathering at 
City of Mexico. 


United States Delegates 
Act as Hosts. 


Felicitous Address Made by 
Hon. John Barret. 
Other Speakers. 


The United States delegation to the 
second Pan-American conference heft 
in the City df Mexico tendered a ban- 
quet on the evening of November 27 
in that city in honor of their colleagues 
of Mexico and Central and South 
America. The banquet was spread at 
the Chapultepec restaurant, in the 
immense central hall of which was ar- 
ranged a large circular table with two 
T's branehing therefrom. An immense 
bank of American Beauty roses in the 
center of the circular table was the 
principal feature of the decorations, 
while on all sides flowers, foliage, 
lights and bunting made the scene one 
of fairylike splendor. A string quar- 
tette, With piano and harmonium, fur- 
nished appropriate music, mingling 
familiar Anglo-Saxon airs with oper- 
atic selections and tender and catchy 
popular melodies of Mexico. 

Senator H. G. Davis, chairman of 
the United States delegation, presided, 
and in addition to the Spanish-Ameri- 
can delegates, the guests included 
prominent men in the official world 
of Mexico and others.

Like the great 
conference, he said, this gathering had 
shown to all mankind that nations can 
meet and evolve far-reaching results 
for their collective welfare without 
‘sensational differences and rampant‘ 
discord.

“And now a word upon the Pan- 
American policy of the United States. 
It would be presumptuous for me here 
to enlarge upon or interpret the tradi- 
tivrial policy and attitude of the United 
States in her relations with her sister 
republics of the the Western Hemi- 
sphere. That policy has been unmis- 
takably defined and practiced through 
a tong period of years, but it has never 
been more honestly and frankly inter- 
preted than by the late lamented Pres- 
ident McKinley at Buffalo, by President 
Roosevelt when yet Vice-President at 
Minneapolis, and by Secretary Hay at 
‘New York. 

“The words of these representative 
Americans are still fresh in your 
thoughts. They express the inborn sen- 
timents of 80,000,000 of Americans whose 
faithful servants and exponents these 
men were and are. The Pan-American 
policy of the United States is as open 
as «a book. It is not modified and 
weakened by secret treaties. In its wide 
application the United States affects 
no air of patronage. She assumes not 
to speak as a parent to her offspring, 
albeit with the same affection; she 
speaks only as a sister to sisters where 
forsooth seniority of years as an es- 
tablished republic may give some 
weight to her counsels, ! red by 
sympathy, love of family, and kindred 
interests. 

“To Pan-America the United States 
says that she.has no thought of inter 
ference with the sovereign rights of her 
sister republics, great or small; she 
declares that she wishes them to work 
out their indtvidual destinies as she is 
doing, with the same sympathies, with 
the same patriotism and national pride, 
and with reciprocal interest in herself. 
To the Old World the United States, 
without suggestion of braggadoccio and 
with respect to European institutions 
and precedents, lays down no mandate 
of territorial aggrandizement among 
the republics of the Western Hemi- 
sphere which she does not apply in 
unequivocal terms to herself. In other 
words, it is the intent and ambition of 
the American people that the Pan- 
American policy of the United States 
shall ever be a corollary of the Golden

OIL ENGINE IN THE EAST. 


One Has Just Been Equipped for the 
Purpose of Hauling Trains Through 
the Hoosac Tunnel. 7 
[Springfield Republican:] The Boston 
and Maine road's Vauclain compound 
consolidation freight engine, which has 
just been equipped at Keene, N. I., 
with appliances for burning petroleum 
as fuel, has been given some further 
tests with quite satisfactory results, 
and has been sent to the Hoosac Tun- 
nel for regular work, says the Keene 
Evening Sentinel. If the engine proves 
satisfactory there, other oil-burners will 
be equipped to haul trains through the 
“big bore.” The alterations required 
to transform an ordinary locomotive 
built to burn bituminous coal into an 
oil burner are much less complicated 
than would at first seem probable. En- 
gine 1075 simply has a different fre- 
box lining, a grate with one or more 
comparatively-small air apertures, an 
ol] tank with steam-heating coil, and a 
burner with the necessary pipes and 
valves to supply it with oil and steam. 
The of] tank holds 7 alions of 
petroleum, and occupies the ordinary 
central coal space in the tender. With 
this quantity of of] the engine will 
probably make a trip of fifty or sev- 
enty-five miles with a full load. Tests 
have not yet determined the approxi- 
mate quantity per mile used on this 
engine. The oii burned looks like a 
thin lubricating oil of a yellowish cast. 
Its apecific gravity is 78-100, or 33 des.. 
Baumne’s scale. A slight alr pressure 
is carried on the oll tank to maintain 
a constant flow to the burner, and by 
means of a steam coll the oll is kept 
warm in cold weather. A float indica- 
tor and dial indicate the quantity of 
oll in the tank at all times, and a 
gauge shows the air pressure. A safety 
valve set at about ten pounds is pro- 
vided. Pipes controlled by globe valvés 
on the fireman's side of the cab lead 
to the oil burner in the locomotive fire- 


x. 
The burner is a small affair, made of 
brass and placed in the back of the | 
firebox, below the door. It has a cen- 
tral steam space connecting with a 

steam: pipe from the boiler, said « 
having a slot-shaped opening two 
inches wide by one-sixteenth of an inch, 
and pointing, when placed in position, 
toward the flue sheet. Above and be- 
low the steam slot of the burner are 
similar apertures connecting with the 
— ge Wees. A blast of steam is 
turn on, oil is admitted to the 
burner from the tank, and as the 
steam escapes the oll mingles with. 
The resulting spray of steam and oil 
is highly inflammable, and bursts into 
a mass flame of high intensity, 
which fills the fire-box. forward 
end and sides of the fire-box, where 
the oi] blast strikes, are well lined 
with fire-brick, which become white 
hot and aid combustion. There is also 
an ordinary fire-brick arch near the 
nue sheet with a combustion chamber 
beyond it. A small round opening in 
the burner provides a pilot for 
use when the engine is not at work, 
may be gauged controlling valves 
from 0 to its maximum intensity.

In spite of these ap- 
pliances engineers, firemen and work- 
men are frequently overcome by the 
gas from the coal-burning engines, 
while coke-burners make a still more 
dangerous and suffocating gas.

But it is 
singular, to say the least, that Maclay 
has been permitted to retain his posi- 
tion as an employé of the Navy De- 
partment after so malicious and scur- 
rilous an attack upon a brave officer 
holding a high position in the navy. 
The Times repeats its expression of 
opinion, made months ago, that Maclay 
ought to have been punished for his of- 
fense, besides being turned out of the 
Navy Department. 

The investigation called for by Mr. 
Williams's resolution ought to be as 
thorongh as possible. Now that the 
case has been opened, the whole mat- 
ter should be probed to the minutest 
detail, in order that full justice may be 
done, not only to Admiral Schley. but 
to his traducers. As the resolution of 
Representative Williams recites, “the 
said facts disclose @ state of things sub- 
versive of honorable conduct and con- 
sideration among officers of the navy 
and employés of the Navy Depart- 
ment.” It is time to put an end to this 
disgraceful state of things.” 


HEEP AND THE TARIFF. 

The intimate relation which ex- 
ists between the sheep-raising indus- 
try and the tariff is strikingly illus- 
trated by statistics collected for the 
current year, and for some years pre- 
ceding the present year, by the Na- 
tiona! Association of ./ool Manufac- 
(frers, which has its headquarters in 
Boston. The census for the current 
year was taken to April 1, instead of to 
January. which has been the date 
of the wool census heretofore taken 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The statistical work of 
the Wool Manufacturers’ Association, 
it is stated, has been conducted with 
great care, and we are assured that 
the figures submitted may be abso- 
lutely relied upon. 

The total number of sheep in the 
country (exclusive of lambs under one 
year o. is placed at 41,920,900, as 
against 40,220,900 on April 1, 1900. 
The lowest number on record was 
that of 1897, when the total was 36. 
818,643. This was under the Gorman- 
Wilson tariff, when wool was on the 
free list. In this connection it is in- 
teresting no less than instructive to 
note the fluctuation in the values of 
the flocks of the country under protec- 
tive and non-protective tariff laws. 
On January 1, 1885, the total value of 
the flock was $107,960,650. This valu- 
ation had fallen in 1889 to 890.640, 369, 
the protection of the tariff of 1883 not 
being adequate. In 1893, under the en- 
couragement to sheep husbandry af- 
forded by the McKinley tariff? (which 
went into effect October 6, 1890.) the 
value of the flock rose to the high 
total of $125,909,264. Sheep farming 
was profitable, and sheep farmers were 
prosperous, under this law, which 
gave adequate protection to this great 
industry. 

In A 1894, the Gorman-Wilson 
tariff went into effect, placing woo! on 
the free list. Then the slaughter of 
American flocks began, and the value 
of the flock fell rapidly, until in 
1896 it had reached the lowest point 
on record, 865.167, 6. The Gorman- 
Wilson free-wool tariff was super- 
seded in July, 1897, By the Dingley 
tariff, which is still in force. This 
law gave a fair degree of protection 
to the wool-growing industry, and 
the effect was quickly apparent. In 
1899 the value of the flock had risen

to $107,697,530. n 1900 the valua- 
tion had still further ine to 
122.665.913. It is confident pre- 


dicted that this year's valuation will 
be far in excess of that of 1893, when 
it was at its highest for many years. 

Free trade advocates often com- 
plain that the tariff affords no protec- 
tion to the agriculturist, but these 
figures disprove the fallacy of that as- 
sertion. They show that the pros- 
perity of the sheep-raising industry in 
this country—particularly during the 
past ten or, twelve years—has been in 
a very large degree dependent upon 
tariff legislation; that under low-tariff 
laws the industry has languished and 
the value of the flocks rapidly de- 
creased, while under adequate protec- 
tion the industry has flourished and 
the value of the flocks has rapidly in- 


creased.

“THIRTY” FOR TRUETT. 


Former Western Union Employee and 
Associate Press Agent Succumbs to 
Disease—Decline Was Rapid. 
Frederick K. Truett died at St. Ag- 
nes’ Hospital a few minutes after 10 
o'clock last night of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis, complicated with other dis- 
orders 


Mr. Truett was born in San Fran- 
cisco about thirty-four years ago. He 
was educated in the public schools of 
that city. Entering the employ of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company 
when a boy, he was rapidly promoted 
until he became secretary to Superin- 
tendent Jaynes. About ten years ago 
he left the service of the Western 
Union and went to work for the A8 
sociated Press. When the leased-wire 
service of the Associated Press was in- 
stituted in Los Angeles Mr. Truett was 
sent to this city as manager of the 
Associated Press for Southern Califor- 
nia and Arizona. He continued in this 
position for about eight years, until a 
few months ago, when he was obliged 
to give up work on account of failing 
health. 

Although naturally robust, Truett 
declined very rapidly after disease 
once laid hold of him. Six weeks ago 
his lungs became so badly affected 
that his physician advised him to go 
to Arigona in the hope that the change 
of climate would arrest the progress of 
the disease. With the assistance of 
friends he went to Tucson, but instead 
of improving he rapidly worse. 
On Thanksgiving he returned to 
Los Angeles, very much worse than 
when he went to the Territory. Last 
Friday he was removed to t. Agnes’ 
Hospital, where he gradually declined 
until he passed away last night. 

Last Monday the Los Angeles and 
San Francisco baseball teams played 
a game for Truett's benefit, the entire 
proceeds, somethi over $300, 
donated to the sick man. He had a 
host of friends, who volunteered as- 
sistance during his sickness, so that he 
was weil taken care of until the end. 

The dead man’s only relatives, his 
parents and a brother and sister, live 
in San Francisco. His father has for 
many years been weigher for the Selby 
Smelting Company. His mother has 
been an invalid for the last four years. 
None of the family was able to come 
to him in his dying hours. They were 
notified last night by telegraph of his 
death, and a replw directing what dis- 
position to make of the remains is ex- 
pected this morning. 

The body was taken charge of by 
UEndertakers Peck 4 Chase. The 
funeral arrangements will not be 
made until the relatives are heard

The National Currency Bill became 
law February 25, 1863, but was repealed 
and reénacted with material amend- 
ment June 3, 1864. Under the provisions 
of the former act, national bank- 
ing associations were organized and 

nder the latter 4971. The act of March 

1900, which authorized the 
incorporation of national bank- 
ing associations with minimum capita! 
of $25,000 in towns with population not 
exceeding 23900, restlged in the organ- 
ization of 429 banks of that class up to 
June 30, 1901, making a total of 5888 
organizations under these three acts 
up to the close of the year. July 1, 1901, 
there were in active operation 4178 na- 
tional Wanking associations, with cap- 
ital stock of $647.666,695. During the ex- 
istencgof the system 1326, or about 22.5 
per gent, of the associations were 
placed in voluntary liquidation, and 334, 
or 6.5 per cent. In charge of receivers. 

During the fiscal year 411 banks, with 
— — capital of $20,517,000, were 
organized; F. with capital of $8,970,000, 
placed in volun liquidation, and 12, 
with capital of $1,860,000, placed in 
charge of receivers. SBubsequent to the 
close of the year one of the twelve 
associations was placed in a solvent 
condition, and permitted to resume.

COMMERCE AND CUSTOMS. 

Secretary Gage's report briefly treats 
of the most notable transactions in for- 
eign commerce and the customs serv- 
ice of the country during the year, and 
says that a comparison of the com- 
merce of the year with that of ot 
countries show that our exports of do- 
mestic merchandise in 1901 exceeded 
those of any other nation. The exports 
of domestic merchandise of the year 
ended June 30. 1991, amounted to

the United Kingdom, $1,093,374,000 from 
Germany and $803,880,000 from France. 

The record of exports of manufac- 
tures in 1901 showed a slight decrease 
amounting to $21,696,690, when com- 

with 1900, but an increase of $72,- 

o over 1899, and exceeded the im- 
ports of manufactures in 1901 by 889. 
026,766. Prior to 1898 the imports of 
manufactures always exceeded the ex- 
ports. In the four years 1898-1901 ex- 

rtd of manufactures have exceeded 
mports by 0.777,16. The reduction 
in, the figures of exports of manufac- 
tures is due in part to the absence of 
a record of the exports to the Ha- 
walian Islands, in part to a reduction 
in the price of articles exported, and 
in part to a decrease in the exports of 
copper, iron and steel. 

The exports to all the grand di- 
visions of the world show an increase 
except those to Asia and Oceania. To 
Asia there is a decrease of $15,523,096. 
chiefly due to the temporary suspen- 
sion of commerce with China.during 
the recent hostilities in that country, 
but now being resumed. The apparent 
decrease to Oceania is entirely due to 
the absence of statistics of the exports 
to Hawall.

SUGAR AND SEALS. 

A Russian sugar-bounty case at 
Baltimore, the Secretary says, will now 
soon receive final judicial determina- 
tion, and it is hoped by the department 
that the decision of the court may be 
conclusive and convincing as to the 
merits of this complicated question. 

The sealing operations carried on by 
the North American Commercial Com- 
pany on the Pribilof Islands during 
the season ended August 10, 1901, re- 
sulted in a catch of 22,672 fur-seal 
skins, of which number 17,100 were 
taken on St. Paul Island and 5572 on 
St. George. The revenue which will 
accrue to the government from this 
catch, according to the terms of the 
lease granted by the department to 
the company mentioned is $231,821.20.

“In what has already been said un- 
der the head of ‘Banking,’ it has been 
truthfully shown, I think, that in its 
broader sense the currency which our 
larger internal commerce uses consists 
of transfer orders Ur checks, drawn 
against credits supplied by banks. In 
furnishing these credits the bank finds 
its profitable operation, and in their 
use those who carry on trade or prose- 
cute industry and enterprise find their 
needs on the whole well served. Now, 
there is no difference whatever in 
principle between the banks’ obligation 

y. expressed by a credit in their 
and an obligation expressed in 
the form of a note payable to bearer, 
which may be transferred from hand 
to hand. If it be of public advantage 
that bank credit be made available 
through the machinery of checks or 
transfer orders to those who can make 
the more convenient use of the credit 
in that form, there can be no primary 
reason why to those who find their 
requirements better served by the 
bank's credit in the form of bank notes 
they should not be issued. 

“There is, however, a secondary rea- 
son why the quality and character 
of notes so issued should possess 
higher elements of stability and 3 
than are exacted in open c 
the books of the bank. This — 
is apparent to every one. It is found 
in the fact that the relation between 
the bank and its borrowers is volun- 
tary on both sides, and may be ter- 
minated at the choice of either. The 
bank note, however, passes from one 
to another by a principle of quasi pres- 
sure 

Secretary Gage says that, while the 
responsibility resting on the treasury 
of redeeming greendacks is at the 
present time light, it has been a heavy 
burden in the past and may become 
in the future a “source of public anx- 
and financial embarrassment to 
the governmen.” If, however, in a 
modification of the law relating to 
bank currency the burden of redemp- 
tion can be equitably transferred from 
the treasury to the banks, without in- 
terest cost to the government, the 
popular objection to their retirement 
can no longer be urged. The following 
modifications of the National Banking 
Act are suggested: 

“By necessary amendments to the law 
provide that any national banking as- 
sociation which shall deposit 30 per 
cent. of its capital in the form of 


United States bonds at their par value,, 


and 20 per cent. of its capital in Upited 
States legal-tender notes, with 
Treasurer of the United States as se- 
curity therefor, shall be entitled to is- 
sue its circulating notes to an amount 
equal to its paid-in and unimpaired 
pital. In addition to the deposit of 
—— so required, banks permitted 
to issue notes as above shall pay semi- 


annually to the Treasurer of the United 


States, in trust, an amount equal to 
one-eighth of 1 per cent. on their be 
ital stocks, respectively, such y- 
ments to constitute a ‘guaranty fund’ 
for the protection of the note of any 
bank which by reason of insolvency 


shall become unable to pay its notes on 
demand. 


“When a bank thus privileged shal: 


become insolvent, the Treasurer of the 
United States, as trustee for the note- 
holder, shall sell the bonds held as se- 
curity and credit the amount so real- 
ized to a special fund for the redemp- 
tion of the notes of such insolvent bank. 
He shall also credit to such account an 
amount equal to the United States le- 
gal-tender notes originally deposited by 
said bank as security. He shall further 
transfer from the general ‘guaranty 


fund’ to the credit of the special re- 


demption fund of such insolvent bank 
an amount, in addition to the amount 
realiged from the bonds and legal-ten- 
der notes, sufficient to equal the total 
of the outstanding circulating notes of 
such insolvent bank, and this fund so 
constituted shall be applied to the pay- 
ment of such oustanding notes. For. 
the amount thus taken from the ‘guar- 

anty fund’ the Treasurer of the United 
States, as trustee, s be empowered 
and required to assert claim against 
the receiver of the insolvent bank and 
shall be entitled to receive dividends 
in the same proporiton as the general 
creditors of such bank. Dividends so 
received by him shall be restored to 
the credit of the ‘guaranty fund.’ 
Neither the present law, requiring a 
deposit of 5 per cent. of a bank’s cir- 
culation as a current redemption fund,

ACCUSES KITE.

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MISSOURI'S EX-GOVERNOR. 


Hon. T. T. Crittenden in the City as 

a Witness Before Federal Grand Jury. 

Is Proud of Kansas City. 

Hon. Thomas T. Crittenden, ex-Gov- 
ernor of Missouri, arrived in the city 
yesterday to appear before the United 
States grand jury as a witness in an 
alleged forgery and perjury case which 
the Federal inquisitors are investigat- 
ing. The former Governor is president 
of the National Association of Referees 
in Bankruptcy, and this position occa- 
sions his frequent presence in the Fed- 
eral courts in various parts of the coun- 


try. 

Mr. Crittenden is to address the local 
Credit Men's Association at a dinner at 
Levy's at 6 o'clock this evening, and 
the event is looked forward to with 
anticipations of much pleasure by the 
members of the association. 

Kansas City is the home of Missourt's 


ex-Governor, 


speaks of the metropolis by the Big

Governor and served four years. Dur- 
ing the second Cleveland administra- 
tion he was Consul-General of the 
United States at the City of Mexico. 
He retired from politics several years 
ago, and is now devoting himself en- 
tirely to the practice of law, and the 
affairs of the Nationa] Association of 
Referees in Bankruptcy.
